Bryan and Hill," I am here to 
say further that the platform that has 
been read is worthy the vote and ap- 
proval of every man who claims to be a 
demecrat in this country.

Convention Hall, Kansas City, July 5.— 
Convention hall was again besieged to- 
day by eager and excited thousands and 
long before the time set for opening the 
second day’s proceedings of the convel- 
tion all of the streets approaching the 
buil@ing were massed with humanity, 
moving forward to the many entrances. 
Expectancy was at a high pitch, as it 
was universally felt that the day had in 
store the great events of the conventon. 

The crow: was anxous to see Senator 

Hill and on two occasions when a bald- 
headed man came through the door lead- 
ing to the delegates’ seats they sat up 
the cry of “Hill’’ which had proved so 
sensational a feature at both sessions 
yesterday. The senator, however, was 
one of the last of the New York delega- 
tion to arrive. 
_The police arrangements of the hall 
were a decided improvement over those 
that characterized the opening of the con- 
vention yesterday. A swarm of the local 
police were on hand and they started in 
well by promptly hustling down ‘the 
passageways all pessons who were not 
cecorated with the. proper credentlals in 
the shape of badges. 

At 10:30, the time set for the opening of 
the conventien, two-thirds of the dele- 
gates were seated and the remainder were 
in the hall or crowding through the doors. 

Audience Grows [mpatient. 

The audience began to manifest signs 
of impatience as the time went by for 
calling the convention to order and the 
hum of the multitude increased into a 
dull roar. The aisles were jammed and 
the area in front of the platform was 
choked with a shuffling mass of delegates, 
officials and subordinates. Many of the 
well known leaders went to the platform 
to confer on the status of the conven- 
thon’s business, White, of California; Sley- 
den, of Texas; Cable, of Illinois, and Mc- 
Creary, of Kentucky. 

A fine band labored incessantly to off- 
set the confusion and the patriotic airs 
served to keep the crowd in good humor 
and maintain t$e patriotic fervor. When 
the Texans raised to the top of their 
standard the huge horns of a Texas steer 
surmounted by the legend ‘Texas gives 
200,000 majority,’’ there was a roar and 
shout and _—— tribute to Texas’ 
democracy.

CONVENTION GOES WILD 


WHEN BRYAN IS NOMINATED 


Kansas City, July 5.—It was not until 
4 o’clock that Chairman Richardson, turn- 
ing from a conference with Governor 
MoMillin and Senator White, rapped the 
convention to order. The platform com- 
mittee, headed by Senator Jones, D. J. 
Campau, Senator Tillman and Judge Van 
Wyck, had just pushed their way through 
the dense throngs, and proceeding to the 
platform had taken geats flanking the 
chairman.

4 Hill Keeps Cheering. 

Senator Hill could be seen marshaling 
the hosts to cheer. He held a fan high 
above his head, and added his vdice to 
the vociferous shouting. ~ A second time 
Senator Tillman read this declaration and 
now even a greater demonstration than 
before carried the convention off its feet. 
Suddenly hundreds, then thousands of 
miniature Americah flags were passed 
airong -the delegates and the whole floor 
of the vast structure became a sea of 
fags... An instent later the flags swept 
over the galleries. like @ mass of hame. * 
Bundles of them were .tossed upon the 
seats and distributed. The scene was 
magnificently inspiring and. the. great 
audience was worked up to fever heat.

Dixie Causes a March. 

While the demonstration was at its 
height the band sent another thrill 
through the audience by playing ‘Dixie’ 
and a medley of patriotic airs. Amid the 
billowing flags could be seen a tall stand- 
ard bearing the inscrtption: 

“Forcible annexation would be 
criminal aggression. 
“WILLIAM McKINLEY. 

Here &@ climax was sprung upon the 
great assemblage. A huge flag had been 


flung across the roof between two trusses 


and as the signal was given the cords 
were cut and slowly it unrolled its white 
and crimson folds as it fell gracefully 
and swung over the platform, slightly 
to the rear and south of the speaker's 
desk. The banner was an enormous 
affair, being fully fifty feet long and 
about one-half as wide. Upon the white 
stripes were inted the following sen- 
tences in large letters of blue: 


“Constitutional governments de- 
rive their just powers from the con- 
sent of’ the governed.” 

“The constitution and ‘the flag, [| 
one and inseparable, now and for- 
ever.” 

“The flag of a republic forever, of 
an empir’y never.”’

HILL BELIEVES STEVENSON WILL WIN 


Kangas City, July 5.—The most impor- 
tant development in the vice presidential 
situation tonight was the announcement 


When the enthusiasm had run for , 


that when the roll of states is calle] to- 
morrow for the nomination of candidates 
for vice president, Alabama will y-.eld to 
Florida, and Hon. R. D. MeDonaid, of 
that state, wili place Eliot Danforth, of 
New York, th pomination. This pro- 
gramme became known during the ses- 
sion of thse convention tonight and was 
discussed by quite a number of the large 
men in da:fferent delegations, Another 
development was the unquestioned popu- 
larity of David B.Hill for the place as 
manifested by the convention and the de- 
sire expressed in many quarters for his 
s2lection. 


The situation, however, is complicated 


| by the fact that New York stands iu the 


way of the selection of either Hill or 
Danforth. Hill does not want the nomina- 
tion, and will take measures ta prevent 
his selection. Danforth does want it, 
and would be nominated if New York 
would present him. But the convention 
will not force a candidate upon New York 
egainst the will of the delegation from 
that state. This prebably will prevent the 
movement for Danforth from amuvuunting 
to very much. It is pretty generally felt 
that this movement was inaugurated for 
the purpose of complimenting Hil] and 
rebuking Croker for the manner in whick 
Hill and his candidate, Danforth, were 
treated under the direction of Mr. Croker. 

Meantime, there has been a development 
of the Stevenson boom. It is, however, of 
a passive character, the belief being gen- 
eral that he would make a safe candidate, 
and that he is the only man who can beat 
Towne. The demand for a democrat on 
the ticket is still strong, and Towne’s can- 
didacy is hampered by reason of his pro- 
fessed politics. That the democratic con- 
vention is taking the matter into consider- 
ation is shown by the adoption today of a 
resolution for a committee on conference. 
It was well understood that the confer- 
ence witn the populists meant but one 
thing, that they would insist upon Towne, 
and would agree to no other. candidate. 
Men like George Fred Williams and Sep- 
ator Tillunan, who were among the victors 
in securing the 16 to 1 piank in the plat- 
form, are doing all they can to Dring 
about the nomination of Towne by the 
convention. 

Senator Hill tonight was asked whether 
he had heard of the plan to attempt the 
nomination of Mr. Danforth. He said: 

‘If such a thing is contemplated as a 
vindication of me, it is without any sug- 
gestion of mine. Mr. Danforth, to my 
mind, would make a good running mate 
for Mr. Bryan, and I think he would be 
acceptable to Mr. Bryan; but forcing him 
upon the convention wceculd be the last 
thing I would think of.” 

“Have you heard of any candidate who 
you think would be formidable?” was 
asked. 

“It seems to me that Mr. Stevenson 
is a popular candidate and would be a 
good man,’’ was the answer. 

The friends of Mr. Towne still contend 
that he is the logical candidate and that 
the tri-partite conference tonight giving 
him the practical indorsement of the three 
parties naturally gives him the commané- 
ing position in the race. Senator Hill 
had many conferences in his rooms. A 
delegation from Illinois called on him at 
11 o’clock and asked him to support Mr. 
Stevenson for the vice presidency. It Is 
understood that he promised the delega- 
tion that what strength he had with dei- 
egates outs'de of New York he wouid lend 
to that purpose. 

Later Mr. Danforth called and State 
Chairman Campbell, Eugene Wood, Fred- 
erick Schraub and John Carlisle urged 
that he withdraw. 

Mr. Danforth’s position was a rather 
curicus one. He claimed that he could 
get the votes of Virginta, Florida and 
Alabama and that there was a possibility 
of securing the votes of New York, Louis- 
jana and California, with a prospect of 
more, and that a defeat was Hable to 
Place him in a bad position. 

It was urged on the part of the friends 
of Governor Hill that the defeat of Mr. 
Danforth would be credited as another 
defeat of Hill. Mr. Danforth's (rierds 
in the conference held just to the contra- 
try. They claimed that if Mr. Danforth 
received more votes than Mr. Kellar it: 
would demonstrate Mr. Hill’s domination | 
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ADLAI E. STEVENSON, of Ili- 
nois. He is now the front rank 
of vice presidential possibilities. 
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over Mr. Croker. Mr. Hill was urged to 
take up Mr. Danforth’s cause, but up to 
inidnight he had not determined to do so. 
In fact, when approached individually by 
the Associated Press representative, he 
said that he believed Stevenson would be 
the nominee of the convention, It is a 
fact that Stevenson is the candidate of 
the conservative element represented by 
Hill. - 

It is the belief of many tonight that 
Danforth will not be a candidate and 
that Stevenson may be the conservatives’ 
nominee.’ It is further believed that Mr. 
Tewne will be the radical silver favorite, 
but it is generally conceded that Steven- 
son will come near getting the majority 
of tne votes. 

The Conference Committee. 

The committee appointed by the demo- 
crats, the populists and the silver repub- 
licans to confer upon the nomination of 
a vice presidential candidate held their 
first conference tonight. Senators Till- 


man and Martin and George Fred Wil- 


liams were present on behalf of the dem- 
ocrats; Hon T. M. Patterson, Senator 
Pettigrew, Mr. Briedenthal, of Kansas; 
General Weaver, J. R. Sovereign and Dr. 
Taylor for the populists, and Senator 
Teller, Hon. Charles Hartman and Mr. 
Ransom, of Nebraska, for the silver re- 
publicans. The entire meeting was de- 
voted to a representation to the demo- 
cratic representatives by the other cun- 
ferees of the availability of Mr. Towne 
as a candidate. Mr. Patterson spoke for 
the populists and Senator Teller for the 
silver republicans. Mr. Patterson pre- 
sented a carefully prepared statement, 
showing that there were-seven or eight 
states which Mr. Towne’s nomination 
would make sure for the democratic tick- 
et, and which would not otherwise be 
sure. Senator Teller stated that Mr. 
Towne was*to all intents and purposes 
a democrat, and said that Towne would 
have joined that party two years ago but 
for the representations of Mr. Bryan and 


Chairman Jones that he could be of 
greater service to the cOmmon cause by 
remaining as silver republican. Senator 
Tillman and Mr. Williams expréssed 
themselves as satisfied with the represens_ 
tations and said théy were weling to 
support Mr. Towne. Senator Martin said 
he had been very favorably impressed, 
but committed himself no further.

ALL HOPE ‘IS ABANDONED. 


Department Officials in Washington 
Fear Conger and/ Other Ameri- 
cans Are Dead. 
Washington, July 5.—(Special.)—The 
state department confesses it fears the 
reports received from Admiral Kempf? 
and others do not show the actual state 
of conditions in Pekin and other points in 
China. It is now believed at the state 


rand navy departments that the foreign 


representatives, including the American 
consul at Pekin, have been murdered by 
the revolting Chinese. A distinguished 
state department official expressed the 
following opinion to me today, after a 
long conference with the Chinese min- 
ister. - 

“Considering that the tnformation thus 
far recefved through naval and diplomat- 
ic channels, which is based on statements 
brought tn by “runners” from Pekin and 
other points within the lines of the insur- 
rectionists,. fails to bring any intelligence 
from Conger, impels me to believe. we 
have not yet heard the worst side of the 
horrible story.” 

Minister Wu displayed the greatest anx- 
lety today for information concerning the 
real situation In his country, and reluct- 
antly confessed that he had not been in 
direct communication with his own gov- 
ernment since June 19th. He was par- 
ticularly anxious to learn whether the of- 
ficial advices received by this government 
confirm the reports that Prince Tuan, 
the leader of the boxers, is sufficiently 
powerful to overthrow the Chinese gov- 
ernment and imprison the emperor and 
empress dowager. Secretary Hay was 
unable to give Mr. Wu any further light 
on the subject beyand the official dis- 
patches already received and the press 
reports. 

The general bellef among government 
officials is that Conger and all foreigners 
have been massacred by the boxers. They 
are anxiously waiting for the confirma- 
tion of this calamity. 

There was only one dispatch received 
at the navy department today from Ad- 
miral Kempff, dated Che Foo, July 4th. 
In it he announced that Captain John T, 
Myers, commander of the United States 
marine corps at Pekin; Captain Hall and 
Dr. Lyppet, assistant surgeon of the navy, 
are in the beleaguered city. This was 
in reply to.a cablegram from the secretary 
asking what additidnal American officers 
were in Pekin. At the war, state and 
navy departments the fmpression grows 
stronger daily that every foreigner in 
Pekin has been massacred. As a further 
evidence of this belief, department offi- 
cilals are at work preparing biographical 
sketches of all the military, naval and 
civil employees at the Chinese capital, 
and so far as they are able they are en- 
deavoring to secure information concern- 
ing other Americans who are supposed 
to be at the mercy of the murderous box- 
ers and their accomplices. Requests for 
thts information have become so general 
that the war department concluded it 
would be advantageous as well as time 
saving to prepare in advance this tnfor- 
mation so far as they are able to se- 
cure it.

their fate was certain. The moment the

- invaders spread into the intertor.of the 


building. One correspondent adds: 
TRAGIC HOPE EXPRESSED. 

“It is only left to hope that in the 
final rush of the murderous hordes, the 
men of the fegations had time to slay 
with their own hands their women- 
kind and children. The Chinese are 
whispering the terrible story under 
their breath. Their attitude toward for- 
elgners in the streets has undergone a 
strange change. The demeanor of the 
better class of Chinese is one of pity 
rather than of triumph. Even the rab-

ble in the native quarters are silent. 

“Something of this culminating trag- 
edy in the ghastly history of recent 
events in Pekin seems to pervade the 
very atmosphere here and to compel 
belief against all our hopes. The con- 
suls fear that the report is too true, 
and the Chinese officials do not at- 
tempt to seek reasons to deny.” 
EMPEROR DEAD FROM POISON. 

Two Manchus who have arrived at 
Shanghai certify to the truth of the 
statement that Prince Tuan visited the 
palace and offered the emperor and the 
dowager empress the alternative of 
poison or the sword, The emperor, they 
say, took poison, and died within an 
hour. The qdowager empress also chose 
poison, but craftily swallowed only a 
portion of what was offered her and 
survived. On the same day the Chinese 
customs bureau was destroyed. Sir 
Robert Hart, the inspector of customs, 
escaped to the legations. 

Intense indignation is felt at Shang- 
hal against the supposed action of the 
powers in restraining Japan’ from 
sending an army to Pekin immediately, 
The powers aré:accused of being guilty 
of murder as Prince Tuan’s fanatics, 
and Sir Robert Hart is blamed for not 
having informed the foreigners of the 
immense imports of arms, especially a 
few weeks ago. 

The Chinese commanders are pre- 
paring for a long. severe campaign and 
are putting into operation plans drawn 
up by German officers last year for re- 
sisting an invasion from the seaboard 
by Russia. 

THE WORST IS FEARED. 

The correspondent of The Daily Mail 
at Shanghai, telegraphing under date 
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of 5th, 12:10 p. m.. says he believes 
that when official information comeg 
regarding Pekin, it may include news 
of the outraging of English women and 
the torture of children. It may almost 
be taken for granted, he asserts, that 
all the foreigners in Pekin have been 
wiped out. These are the whisperings 
of startling rumors in the native quar- 
ters and it must not he forgotten that 
the telegraph lines by which, alone the 


news can come are solely in the hands 


This is the latest map of the Chinese provirices wherein thousands of Americans are in hourly 
danger of massacre by the barbarians. 
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of the Chinese. The native rumors are 
likely to have their source -on a solid 
basis and the native officials are believ- 
€d to be preparing the way for the re- 
ception of news of the greatest crime 
of the century. 

Tatoi Yu admitted to the correspond- 
ent that the case of the Europeans in 
Pekin is utterly hopeless, in his opin- 
lon. He believes that if they have not 
yet been massacred it is only a matter 
of hours before they will be. 

A letter brought by courier from 
Pekin, recelved in Shanghai on July 
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4th, says the boxers are gathering huge 
forces about Pekin, re-enforcementg 
arriving from all directions, /This is 
taken to indicate a concert 4? action 
among the nobles, who are bflieved to 
have thrown in their lot with-the box- 
ers. The emperor and the empress dow- 


ager, the letter reads, are completely 
under the thumb of Prince Tuan and 
Yang Ki.

The Chinese Situation. 

It would seem definitely proven that 
the scriptural prophecy uttered so many 
hundreds of years ago, as to wars and 
rumors of wars, nations being divided 
among themselves, and brethren hold- 
ing different doctrines,.is about to be 
fulfilled. Strikingly apropos is the 
situation in the far east, which each 
day is becoming more hopelessly com- 
plicated, and developing features of 
terrifying and increasing gravity. 

The latest tidings are not reassuring. 
The murder of the German ambassador, 
the widespread and indiscriminate mas- 
sacre of innocent non-combatants, and 
the appalling starvation precipitated by 
the siege laid to every important city, 
are topics which seem to demand the 
most immediate and drastic attention. 
Without doubt, fhe time has come for 
the allied nations to strike, and to 
strike hard and effectively. A casual 
glance at the news dispatches is suffi- 
cient to convince the reader that the 
minds of the Chinese people are vio- 
lently inflamed by hatred and prejudice 
against the foreigners in their midst, 


them. As is more especially the case 
with an uncivilized people who have 
long dwelt in peace and internal con- 
cord, a subject which arouses their na- 
tional energy, like the one now under 
discussion, is bound to excite feelings 
of recklessnesss and bioodthirtiness in 
their breasts. and to reflect on those 
in their power in a disastrous manner.

Right here, on the site of the old red 
hills besieged by Sherman, we find the 
messengers of peace. 

On the frowning breastworks where 
foemen confronted each other a genera- 
tion ago we now find roses and truck 
gardens.

‘Alderman Welch, of the Other Side, 
Also Failed To Get Two Sec- 
onds—Amendments Adopt- 
ed Came from Beutell 
and Johnson. 


Witt: two amendments, the Grady or- 
ginance was concurred in yesterday af- 
ternoon by the aldermanic board, and the 
paper needs now only the acceptance of 
council and the signature of the mayor 
before becoming operative, 

Incidental to the concurrence in the 
Grady ordinance, and decidedly more far 
reaching in its effect, was the apparent 
dissolution of the factions in the alder- 
manic board. From the way the aldermen 
talked and acted yesterday and from the 
way in which they voted, or failed to 
vote, it appears the two factions, with 
Alderman Beutell, Day and Johnson on 
one side, and Aldermen Welch and Kil- 
patrick on the other, have become united 
and yesterday there was iittle regard on 
the part of the members of the board as 
to the company they were in on the va- 
rious questions. 

Three amegdments by Alderman Beu- 
tell failed to receive a second, a fourth 
was voted down, and another was adopi- 
ed. Alderman Welch failed to receive 4 
gecond to t'vo of his motions and a third, 
which was for concurrence in the action 
of council, was carried. 

Alderman Johnson offered only one 
amendment and it was adopted unani- 
mously. 

Itwasaharmonious meeting yesterday 
afternoon. There seemed to be a dispo- 
‘gition on the part of the aldermen to 
give the Atlanta Railway company what 
they conceived to be a fair franchise, one 
that will te accepted and under which 
the city will enjoy the benefits of compe- 
tition in the electric lighting business. 

The action of council in the Grady or- 
cinance was conc rred in after tiiree 
speeches had been made, one respectively 
by Harry M. Atkinson, president of the 
Georgia Electric Light Company, and 
Morris Brandon, one of the attorneys for 
that corporation, and the third by Colo- 
nel John B. Goodwin, one of the attorneys 
for tha Atlanta Railway company, 


The Two Amendments, 

One of the amendments to the Grady 
ordinance was offered by Alderman John- 
son. It limits the life of the electric 
lighting franchise of the-Atlanta Railway 
company to fifty years, that having been 
the intention of the committee, although 
legal advice yesterday was to the effect 
that the franchise was about to be grant- 
ed for 101 years. 

The other amendment came from Alder- 
man Beutel’ and provided for the omlis- 
Sion of the last part of section eight in 
the ordinance as it came from council. 
Tks amendment Was adopted. Tho 
Stricken clause proviied that the com- 
pany should be required to place under- 
éround in conduits its wires within the 


fre limits or as they may from time to 
time be extended. 


By striking the clause the cit reserves 
the right to compel the compart¥ to place 
its wires underground all over the citys

Continuing his speech Alderman John- 
son said:

Alderman Johnson then introduced his 
amendment by which the franchise wiil 
be granted “for a term of fifty years and 
thereafter on such terms as the city of 
Atlanta may determine.”

Brandon, attorney for the same company, 
and Colonel John B. Goodwin, for the 
Atlanta Railway Company, then con- 
sumed about two hours of time, speaking” 
along the same lines that they have upon 
many former occasions and niaking no 
new arguments.

Alderman Beutell moved as a substi- 
tute to the motion of concurrence that 
the ordinance be held up by the alder- 
manic board for two weeks.

Alderman Welch renewed his motion to 
concur and it was adopted. Several of the 
aldermen must have voted mentally, for 
their lips failed to move while their con- 
ferees voted aye; neither did they yote 
against the motion to concur. 

After Chairman Mayson had announced 
the ordinance concurred in, Alderman 
Welch moved that the mayor be peti- 
tioned to assemble council in special ses- 
sion to accept the amendments. There 
was no second to the motion of Alderman 
Welch.

Names Suggested by Committee of 
Eleven Chosen for Purpose. 


WO STATE TICKET, WILL BE PUT OUT 


Opposition Developed to Policy of 
Non-Activity, but Harmony 
Prevailed in End. 


The members of the republican state 
central committee and the committee of 
eleven chosen by the republican state 
convention-to select the presidential elec- 
tors of that party for the state of Georgia 
met at the statehouse at noon yesterday. 
The central committee meeting was held 
in the hall of the house of representatives 
and the electoral committee met in the 
senate chamber. 

Chairman Walter H, Johnson, of Colum- 
bus, called the central committee to order 
and out of a membership of sixty-four 
forty-nine committeemen respondéd to 
roll call. The representation present was 
highly colored, perhaps one-fourth of the 
assemblage being Caucasian. The pfrinci- 
pal object of the meeting of the central 
committee was to consider the advisabil- 
ity of putting a full state republican ticket 
in the fiel€ ‘this fall, and one committee- 
man from each of the eleven electoral 
districts was appointed by the chair to 
adopt a resolution pro or con for the 
consjderation of the committee of the 
whole. After some preliminary skirm- 
ishing the resolution committee ‘retired 
to the anteroom and consumed ‘two 
hours in itg sitting, the convention tak- 
ing a recess meanwhile. q 

In the senate chamber W. A. Pledger, 
colored, of Atlanta, presided over the ses- 
sion of the electoral committee and R. L. 
Williams, of Griffin, acted as chairman, 
After an hour spent in speech making a 
recess was taken to allow the committee- 
men and republicans present from their 
respective districts to confer tn the selec- 
tion of a slate. The following names, all 
white, were announced, by the chairman 
as the choice of the committee for elec- 
tors and alternates, the names chosen be- 
ing adopted by districts as they were 
read;

After its arduous labors the commit- 
tee conferring in the anteroom of the 
house of representetives brought in the 
following report: 

“Resolved, That in our judgment the 
candidacy of McKinley afid Roosevelt wil) 
be most efficiently subserved by not nom- 
inating candidates for goverfior and state- 
house officers.”’ 

When the chairman put the question 
A. §. Thurman, a black committeeman 
from Cedartown, sprang to his feet and 
made a hot speech full of amusing col- 
loquialisms, in which he indignantly 
charged cowardicé to have actuated the 
regolistion offered. He said to adopt such 
a course would put the great republi- 
can party of the state of Georgia in the 
attitude before the world of confessing 
that none of its sons were brave enough 
or smart enough to hold aloft the ban- 
her of protection and prusperity in a 
state campaign. He said they had had 
enough of keeping the party alive for 
the purpose of grinding a few personal 
axes. He wanted to see it full of life 
for principle, as it was in the good old 
days when his friend over there (pointing 
to Governor Bullock) had hold of the reins 
of government in Georgia. 

Several negro delegates joined with 
Thurman in desiring a state ticket put 
in the field, but when W. A, Pledger, of 
their own race, Colonel Locke, of Macon, 
and Governor Bullock made speeciWes in 
favor of the report of the committee, they 
rose one after another to withdraw their 
objections. Governor Bullock said he be- 
lieved the election of a republican gov- 
ernor in Georgia at this time would ac- 
complish less for the megro race than 
the re-election of Governor Candler. He 
spoke in high terms of Georgia’s chief 
executive and declared that he had shown 
a disposition to deal fairly with the black 
citizen and protect him in his rights un- 
der the law. He was emphatic in his op- 


position to a republican state ticket. 

The report of the committee was then 
adopted unanimously. 

A motion to the effect that the chair- 
man of the central committee be author- 
ized to fill any wacancy that might occur 
in the electoral] deiegation wag adopted 
after some debate. , 

After the list of electors and alter- 
nates had been read by Secretary Wil- 
Hams the central committee gdjourned 
subject to the call of the chairman. |

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POINTED OUT AS A ROBBER 


Cabman Tells an Officer a Sensa- 
tional Story, 


SHADOWED IN A HOTEL ROOM 


Officer Says Young Man Was Plan- 
ning Robbery Last Night—Ar- 
rest for Drunkenness of the 
Alleged Victim—Pittard 
Makes Denial.

Under peculiar and suspicious circum- 
stances James T. Pittard, a young man 
who belongs to one of the most respecta- 
ble families in north Georgia, was arrést- 
ed last night by Officer Dubbins. At the 
same time*W. C. Riley, an elderly citizen 
of Wytheville, Va., was taken in custedy. 

The officer charged Pittard with at- 
tempting to rob Riley in a room at No. 
8144 Marietta street, while; at the seme 
time, Jim Goodwin, a negro hackman, 
made the charge’ that Pittard had robbed 
a drunken man in his cab a few nights 
ago on South Pryor street. 

Riley was held for being drunk. 

Pittard came from Athens and is a trav- 
eling salesman and his relatives are 
among the best known and most respecta- 
ble people in this part of the state. This 
made the arrest last night in the nature 
of a sensation, for the young man’s 
friends who called at the/ police barracks 
afterwards, were loathe to believe him 
guilty. 

Pittard denies his guilt and speaks of 
making the officer pay for treating him in 
such a way. Officer Dobbins says he 
knows what ‘he is about and that he’has 
enough evidence to at least show that 
Pittard has been crooked and his con- 
duct shady since being in Atlanta. 

About 9 o’clock last night Goodwin, the 
cabman, went to Officer Dobbins and 
pointed out Pittard, who was taking Ri- 
ley from the union depot to No. 8% Ma- 
rietta street. 

‘There goes a man who robbed a pas- 
senger who was drunk in my hack a 
few nights ago,’” stated the negro. 

The officer followed Pittard and RiJey 
and secreted himself in a room adjoining 
the one ‘to which the two men were as- 
signed by the landlord. 

What Officer Says He Heard. 

“While in the room,” states the officer, 
‘tT heard Pittard tell Riley to be quiet, 
as he did not intend to rob him. I knew 
that Riley had gone to the depot to leave 
the city and that Pittard had taken him 
from the depot. ‘There was another man 
in the affair, and, as he had cut the neé- 
gro hackman when the first robbery oc- 
curred, he fled as soon as he saw that 
Goodwin was watching him. Pittard left 
the room, locking the door behind him. I 
think he did this in order to see if the 
coast was clear for his getting out. I 
stepped out and placed him* under ar- 
rest.”’ 

Goodwin stated to a reporter of The 
Corstitution that a few nights ago Pit- 
tard and another man put a drunken citi- 
zen in his hack and then robbed him 
while going out South Pryor street. 

“TI stopped the hack and tried to get 
an officer,” said Goodwin, “and while I 


was trying to hold them one of them cut * 


me across the face with a knife.’’ 

The cabman showed an ugly scar across 
his left cheek. 

Riley was too drunk to malge any state- 
ment. He seems to be a piang tuner, and 
persons who had seen him early In the 
evening said he had considerable money 
about him. When searched at the police 
barracks only a few dollars were found. 

Pittard Had No Money. 

Pittard had no money at all, and if if 
fs true that he took any from Riley, the 
officers failed to find any evidence of it 
when they searched him. 

Goodwin is positive that Pittard was 

one of the men who committed the rob- 
bery in his hack. 
- Captain Jennings took up the investi- 
gation with Officer Dobbins and an effort 
is being made to locate the man who was 
robted in the hack. | 

Pittard is indignant about his arrest. 
He says he only took Riley to a room to 
put him to bed and did so at Riley’s re- 
quest. 

“Tt have been badly treated,” said Pit- 
tard. “and somebody will have to pay 
for this.”’

GIVEN A SPEEDY HEARING 


After Being Sentenced He Was 
Brought Back to Atlanta. 


SAVING MORAN COST THE STATE $250 


Convicted Negro Will Remain in the 
Tower Until He Is Sent to 
the Penitentiary. 


On? of the speediest trials on record was 
that of Jack Moran, which took place at 
Rome yesterday morning. 

Moran was charged with attempted as- 
sault on a lady of Floyd county. In or- 
der to protect him from the possibility of 
lynching, he was removed to the Tower in 
this city. 

Yesterday morning at 6 o’clock, under 
guard of forty members of the Atlanta 
military, commanded by Major Barker, 
he was taken from the Tower, hurried to 
Rome on the train, and carried at once 
to the courthouse. 

Although the arrival of the negro was a 
Surprise to the citizens of Rome, Judge 
Henry was prepared to hear the case. In 
ten minutes he had called the court to 
order, the negro had pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced to a term of twenty year's 
in the penitentiary. Inivmedéateiy after 
the trial he was hurried back to Atlanta 
on the 9:15 o’clock Southern train, reach- 
ing the city at 12 o’clock. 

Some weeks ago an effurt was made to 
take Moran to Rome, and the train was 
waylaid, and in order to save his life he 
was brought back to Atlanta, 

Moran's trial was managed with the ut- 
most dispatch. Arrived at Rome, the At- 
lanta guard was re-enforced by the Hill 
City Cadets. The streets were cleared, 
and a strong guard thrown around the 
courthouse, which kept the idle and curi- 
ous from coming within 100 yards of the 
building. 

The trip from Atlanta was uneventful. 
No effort was made to do Moran any 
injury. 

In speaking of ths matter yesterday, 
Governor Candler said that in eaving 
Moran’s life from threatened lynching the 
state had been put to an expense of $250. 

Moran will remain in the Tower until he 
is carried to the penitentiary camp.

Young Man in Macon Charged with 
Cheating and Swindling, 
Macon, Ga., July 5.—(Special.)—R. R.

CHEROKEE AND sTOCK LAW. 


The County Will Have Fences for Yet 
Awhile. 

Canton, Ga., July 5.—(Spectal.)—The glo- 
rious Fourth was observed in Cherokee 
by a county vote on the stock law and 
in some districts there was enough excite- 
ment to satisfy almost anyone for a 
Fourth of July celebration, although noth- 
ing of a serious nature has been reported.

GEORGIA LAWYERS 
Two Distinguished Jurlsts Deliver 
Addresses. 

GUESTS OF ASSOCIATION 


Their Papers Pronounced To Be Very 
Brilliant. 


BOTH GENTLEMEN RECEIVED OVATION 


Reports of Committees Read—Addi- 
tional Names Added to the Roll 
of Members, Etc. 


Warm Springs, Ga., July 6,—(Special.)— 
Two notable addresses mafked the second 
day’s session of the Georgia Bar Associa- 
tion, 

Professor Charles-eNoble Gregory, of the 
University of Wisconsin, and Judge Wil- 
liam Wirt Howe, of New Orleans, who area 
in attendance on this year’s meeting as 
guests of the bar association, both deliv- 
ered thelr addresses today. Professor 
Gregory spoke at the morning session and 


Judge Howe in the evening. 

The subject of Professor Gregory’s ad- 
dress was ‘‘American Lawyers and Their 
Makers.”” It was the unanimous ‘opit- 
ton of the prominent lawyers who heard 
the address delivered tha® no more val- 
uable paper had ever been read before the 
association. It bore. evidences of deep 
and intelligent research, Professor Greg- 
cry handled his subject in a comprehen- 
sive and brilliant fashion. He traced 
with masterly hand and in a Way that 
betrayed a deep and intimate knowledge 
of the history of the legal profession in 
this country, the evolution of the Ameri- 
can lawyer from the earliest days cf this 
country down to the present time. 

He showed how through development 
and through changes in the spirit of the 
times lawyers had advanced, from a po- 
sition Where they were entirely without 
repute until they had become, as a class, 
the most promineng factors in the intel- 
lectual and political life of the country. 

At the conclusion pf his address Pro- 
fessor Gregory was accorded an ovation. 
He was appiauded vigorously for some 
time, and the members of the associaton 
crowded .around him to congratulate him 
onhis triumph, Pres.

New York, July §8.—Today’s cotton market 
was less active than any of late with the 
trade showing evidences of indecision. The in- 
fluences bearing upon sentiment were varied 
and not easily weighed. The first factor to be 
considered was a pronounced advance in the 
English market, both spot cotton and future 
delivery cotton being affected there byrumors of 
continental failures, continued feverish demand 
for spot cotton from European spinners, an 
apparent effort on the part of prominent oper- 
ators to bull the market and knowledge that 
the short interest was yet 4 formidable feature. 
Our market opened steady with July 17 points 
higher and other months 7 to I! points higher 
on brisk demand from foreign representatives 
and nervous buying for the account of local 
shorts. Before midday both Liverpool and New 
York were affected by sensational political news 
from China and a fine weather map. Selling for 
long and short accounts here and abroad 
carried prices off sharply. Later in the session 
prices rallied on light covering by local parties, 
closing the market quiet and steady at a net 
rise of 4 to 10 points.

MURPHY & CO.’S ESTIMATE |e 


TEXAS COTTON CROP LOSS 


a 


In our estimate of the cotton crop ¢omput- 
ed upon information received between June tst 
and {5th, we called attention to a shrinkage 
in the Texas acreage, resulting from unfavor- 
able weather conditions and the abondonment 
of bottom lands, also, to the indefinite nature of 
an estimate for this state as this time, owing 
to a lack of information as to how mucb of 
these abandoned areas would be replanted, 
or to what extent wheat stubble lands would 
be planted "in cotton this season. 

Insomuch as the Texas yield ts about one- 
fourth that of the entire cotton belt, and, there- 
fore, a most important factor in any estimate 
of the crop at large, it was decided to make 
a canvass of every county in the state in order 
to arrive at a correct conclusion in regard to 
the present condition of the cotton crop therein. 
Therefore, on June 20th, inquiries were mailed 
to every county and to various responsible cor- 
respondents in every cotton center, numbering 
in all about $500 for the state. From our 
replies, which were prompt and concise, we 
have deduced the following conclusjons, bring- 
ing the conditions up to July the Ist. 


Sensational Shrinkage in Acreage. 

The most striking feature of our returns is 
the sensational shrinkage in acreage, owing 
to the abandoned lowlands and the impossibifi- 
ty of converting stubble fields into cotton cul- 
tivation‘on account of the lateness of the sea- 
son and the scarcity of cotton seed and farm 
labor. That an increase in acreage, of per- 
haps an average of 20 to 25 per cent, over 
last year was intended, is indicated by the 
percentages of increase reported from the sec- 
tions unaffected by the heavy rains and over- 
flows in the valleys of the Colorado, Brazos, 
Trinity and Sabine rivers. Thus, we find the 
crop cor.ditions in eastern, nertheastern, north- 
ern, northwestern, western and southwestern 
Texas to have been very favorable throughout 
the season, and as a consequence that there 
has been an abnormal increase in acreage in 
the sections over the acreage of last year, 
and that the crop is in several instances from 
one week to ten days earlier than last year 
and in excellent condition at the present time, 
Grapeland, in eastern Texas, reporting an 
increase in acreage of 25 per cent, with the 
observation: “If we can have. a few wéeks 
dry weather, think crop will be about 25 per 
cent better than last year,.’’ While Gladewater, 
in the northeast, reports an increase in acreage 
of 10 per cent, crop two weeks earlier than 
last year and at present in splendid condition. 
Tyler reports an increase of 15 per cent with 
general conditions 10 per cent better than 
last year. Paris reports an increase of 10 
per cent in acreage, crop ten days earlier and 
in perfect condition. Blossom reports acreage 
about the same as last year, crop earlier and 
in good condition. Sulphur Station, in Bowie 
county, reports the acreage as ‘‘three times 
as much as last year,’’ stand better and gener- 
ally conditions fine. Gilmer and Big Sandy 
both in the northwest, report an increase of 25 
per cent; Sherman, Wichita, Flaas and Vernon, 
on the northern border, report increases of 10, 
25 and 10 per cent, respectively. Ballinger 
and Abilene, in the west, show increase of 25 
and 15 per cent, respectively; crop in good con- 
While from Brownville, in the extreme 


south, we have an increase of 50 per cent in 
acreage, crop conditions splendid. - 
Increases Lost in Decreases. 

But, while these reported increases in acreage 
are rather abnormal they are mainly from the 
outer edges of the cotton area proper, and are 
completely lost in the decreases reported from 
all over central Texas, ranging from 10 to 75 
per cent. Nearly every correspondent reports 
lands abandoned or laying out unplanted on ac- 
count of overflows and late seasons. 

The drought that followed the heavy rains 
seems to have proved very damaging in many 
sections where the cotton lands have baked 
under the dry hot weather. Thus Cameron 
reports: ‘‘Uniess it rains soon, there: will be 
nothing made in this portion cf the state on 
tottom lands, includfng the famous Brazos."’ 

Bryan reports a decrease of 25 per cent 
and says that ‘‘under most favorable conditions, 
not more than a half crop can be made.’’ Ea- 
gie Lake reports a decrease in acreage of 25 
per cent, with general crop conditions 50 per 
cent below last year. Montgomery shows & de- 
crease of 40 per cent in acreage; Clarendon a 
decrease of 50 per cent; Thompson a decrease 
of 25 per cent; Whitesboro a decrease of 50 per 
cent: Stilson a decrease of 50 per cent; Cole- 
man a decrease of 25 per cent; Montague 4a 
decrease of 50 per cent; Salado a decrease of 30 
per cent; Steele's Store a decrease of 30 per 
cent, and so on over most of the cotton areas. 

Many correspondents report that increases 
were intended, but that owing to the heavy 
rains and unfavorable seasons, decreases have 
resulted generally. There seems to have been 
little or no stubble lands planted in cotton 
this year, owing to late season and wet condi- 
tion of ground. On the whole, the crop aver- 
ages two and one-half weeks late, several 
points reporting it as late as six weeks. As to 
general conditions, the general tenor seems to 
be unfavorable at this time. Of our ‘corre- 
spondents only 37 per cent report crop in good 
conditions, while 23 per cent report crop suffer- 
ing for rain; 19 per cent complain seriously 
of boll and web worm, and 20 per cent report 
crop in weeds and generally in bad condition. 


Reduction 2.4 Per Cent. 


Taking our returns at ther face value, which 
have corroborated each other in many in- 
stances where more than one reply was received 
from the same place, we find that the expecte 
increase in agreage has not only been wiped 
out, but that a decrease of 2.4 per cent has 
undoubtedly occurred. With a decrease in 
acreage of 2.4 per cent from last year for 
Texas, we must needs readjust our estimated 
acreage for the cotton belt as per our former 
report, also our figures for the total yield 
of this year’s crop. 

Based upon last year’s Texas acreage, this 
2.4 per cent decrease gives us an estimated 
acreage for Texas of only 6,482,592 acres for 
this year, which reduces the total acreage e5- 
timated for the cotton belt to 24,898,395 
acres, being a net increase over tast year of 
only 6.17 per cent. Upon this basis we com- 
pute a total yield of 10,656,513 bales for the 
crop of 1900. Since our last report there has 
been some complaint of excessive rains in 
South Carolina, Alabama, Georgia and Missis- 
sippi, but not of sufficient importance to war- 
rant any change in the estimate previously 
given for these states.

New York, July 3.—We are now reaching a 
period when the development of the growing 
crop will be watched with intense interest as 
indicating the probable course of prices for the 
ensuing year. Manipulation of the remaining 
portion of this crop is, in itself, a factor which 
nly interests those directly connected with the 
ttempts in the different markets to bring 
about that abnormal condition called a corner. 
While the success of such an operation is 
governed by the prospects of the growing crop 
to a greater or less degree, the greater part 
of the cotton trade is interested in the growing 
crop as a means cf livelihood for the ensuing 
ear. 
This season the weather conditions through- 
out this country have been of a most unusual 
character and with the exception of one or 
two favored localities have greatly injured the 
agricultural prospects. «Usually, during the 
month of June, rains fall in the northwest 
while the southern cotton belt is favored with 
dry weather, which brings the cotton plant to 
the critical months of July and August in a 
condition to develop its fruit in a healthy man- 


ner. 

A month of rainy weather throughout the 
Mississippi valley and the adjoining state 
has left the crop in a condition 
ill-fited to withstand any further adverse cir- 
cumstances. In Texas the weather has been 
favorable, following an unfavorable condition 
during May, and the crop there is now doing 
well though it must receive the usual rains 
during July to develop a large yield. We 
must expect to receive from the agricultural 
department a July report showing a condition 
lower than any of which the trade has record, 
and the question of the ultimete yield wiil, 
therefore, depend upon the character of the 
weather from now on. 

The effect of the recent bad weather has been 
to eliminate from the markets the outside inter- 
est, but not to alter any new speculation, as 
trade conditions and the outbreak in China, 
which threatens to invols the western world, 
have not been conducive to advancing markets. 
A sharp reaction after the elimination of this

Such was.the striking effect of the alarm felt 
in European quarters over the pass to which 
the affairs in China have come. To the alarm 
on account of the Chinese crisis must be added 
renewed uneasiness over the financial conditions 
at Berlin, where there was a condition bor- 
dering on panic both yesterday and today. As 
the Berlin discount rates have declined on 
both occasions, it is evident that the forced 
selling there must be due to the same sort of 
discrim{nation against the numerous brood of 
industrials as collateral which so acutely af- 
fected our own industrial stocks last Decem- 
ber. Large amounts of the selling for London 
account had their initiative in Berlin. The 
home market began to rally with increasihg 
vigor after this selling had ceased.

The order for the return of the Second 
infantry brings back to America Lieuten- 
ant F. W. Benteen, of company D, an 


| Atlanta boy, who won his commission in 


a competitive examination about one year 
ago. 

Should the war department decide to 
again station the Fifth at Fort McPher- 
son the old regiment will be warmly wel- 
comed by its friends in Atlanta. Both the 
officers and enlisted men had warm per- 
sonal friends in Atlanta and there was 
much regret when the command was or- 
dered to Cuba. 

The Fifth is at present scattered as fol- 
lows: :

A Victim of Morphine.
